Priddy, who spent 11 years in 
the major leagues between 1941 
and 1.953, was arrested after 
two cigarette pack-size items 
were found on the cruise ship 
Island Princess while at sea. 
The ship’s captain said the 
packages were live bombs and 
were 'thrown overboard,, offi­ 
cials reported. 
Spokesmen 
for 
the 
Coast 
Guard and the FBI said today 
they were unaware of any other 
explosive devices on board, but 
the vessel’s captain ordered a 
further search as the cruise 
continued.

Coast Guard that they were 
searching for four other bombs. 
Priddy was to be arraigned, 
today before a U.S. magistrate 
on a charge of violating the 
federal extortion statute.

ited, an advertising specialities 
company which he heads. 
During his major league ten­ 
ure, be played in 1,296 games 
with the New York Yankees, 
Washington Senators, St. Louis 
Browns and.

Working with ropes, tethers 
and tools, the astronauts set 
aside four hours today to re­ 
hearse for a walk, during which, 
commander Charles Conrad Jr. 
will try to pry or cut free the 
jammed panel. 
Success would nearly double 
the electricity to their power- 
short laboratory. 
Two of the 18 available bat­ 
teries already have failed, and 
Flight Director Charles Lewis 
told newsmen that if the third 
vent out, and the panel could, 
not be freed, the astronauts 
would have to drastically cur­ 
tail their research. 
Lewis said they might have 
to abandon the huge workshop 
area of the station to save ener­ 
gy and retreat to two smaller 
rooms where they could con­ 
duct limited earth resources, 
solar observatory and medical 
experiments. 


'The flight director said, the 
third battery began losing pow­ 
er Tuesday night, apparently 
because of a short circuit in a 
transistor, and was producing 
only about one-half to two- 
thirds of its potential. 


The astronauts awakened for 
their 13th day in space, just one 
shy of the American record for 
a single flight.

Plumbing, Heating and Cooling 
industry has been trying to get 
an effective law for the last 
ten years. This is a start. Under 
the old system, the State Board 
of Health was to inspect all 
plumbing. A lack of inspectors 
and the building boom resulted 
in no inspections being made 
and anyone could enter and 
leave 
the 
business 
without 
responsibility.” 
The law has narrow limits, 
not applying to anything five 
feet outside of the building line. 
It does not cover septic tanks, 
sanitation 
disposal 
facilities, 
pipelines 
or 
factory 
main­ 
tenance, but it is a start. In 
the 
absence 
of 
any 
state 
regulation, a few towns, cities 
and counties have entered the 
licensing field. The law voids 
all such licenses, requiring only 
a state' license to operate. It

enable 
plumbers 
and 
contractors to move into other 
areas and still do business. 
After July 1, anyone caught 
plumbing without a license can 
be fined $100 for the first of­ 
fense, $300 for the second, and 
a $500 penalty with up to 190 
days in jail for the third of­ 
fense. The law has a “grand­ 
father clause” to protect those 
in the trade prior to January 
1 of this year. Anyone engaged 
in the business of plumbing as 
a contractor, journeyman or 
apprentice,

1. Applicants, must have two 
persona 
testify 
to

Lewis smiled with exaggerated 
unease when asked If he’d like 
to do another regular television 
variety show. “No,” he said 
slowly. "I really wouldn’t like 
to do that.”

“If I could go back my way, 
sure I would. But you can’t go 
back your way. 
“They (network executives) 
would never let me go my way. 
They say they will, but then 
they stop you.” 
What would be the Lewis 
way? 
“Visual,” the 46-year-old co- 
median said. “The medium to 
be used for what it is.” He said 
there would have to be a min­ 
imum of spoken material 
"You 
can 
get that on 
a 
recording,” he said. “I call It 
visual hi-fi. You watch a varie­ 
ty show, and it’s visual hi-fi.” 
Lewis was in town helping 
plan the national telethon he’ll 
host next September to raise 
funds for muscular dystrophy 
r e s e a r c h . He immediately 
proved that you shouldn’t asso­ 
ciate the man with his movie 
characters. 
Unlike 
the 
rubber - faced 
clowns and well-meaning dim­ 
wits he portrays on film., Lewis 
in the fie# comes across as an 
articulate, well-read man with 
a surprising knowledge of both 
music and electronics. 
Perhaps the most unexpected 
thing about him is that he rare­ 
ly cracks a joke. He’s deadly 
serious about life in general 
and the need for laughter In 
particular. He thinks the latter 
is slowly disappearing in Amer­ 
ica. 
He blames the disappearance 
partly on grim times in which 
our “sense of humor has been 
filed down—right to the nerve 
end.” 
He also argues that our abili­ 
ty to laugh or get execited 
about anything has been dulled 
by the availability of some 20 
hours of television each day in 
most parts of the United States. 
“We’re all pretty uptight. It’s 
hard to' laugh,” Lewis said.., 
proposing two remedies that 
would make the networks ex­ 
tremely uptight. 
“The only way we’re going to 
get the people back to that vital 
aspect 
of 
our 
existence—a 
sense of humor—is to turn that 
damned television set off or do 
what they do in France,” he 
said. 
"There, you've only got tele­ 
vision. from, noon to 4 and then 
from. 6 in. 'the evening until 11. 
Then it goes black,

sense of humor, but of people
